“The  House  has  adopted  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Universal  Training  and 
Service  Bill  SI  as  follows:  ‘An  amend¬ 
ment  offered  by  Cole  of  New  York  as 
a  substitute  for  that  offered  by  Mr. 
Bryson,  page  54,  adds  new  section  as 
follows:  The  Secretary  of  Defense  is 
authorized  to  make  such  regulations 
governing  the  sale,  consumption  pos¬ 
session  of,  or  traffic  in  beer,  wine  or 
other  intoxicating  liquors,  to  or  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  armed  forces  or  the  National 
Security  Training  Corps,  »t  or  near 
any  camp  station,  post,  or  other  place 
primarily  occupied  by  members  of  the 
armed  forces  or  National  Security  Train¬ 
ing  Corps.  Any  person,  corporation, 
partnership,  or  association  violating  the 
regulations  authorized  hereunder  shall, 
unless  otherwise  punishable  under  the 
uniform  code  of  military  justice,  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$1,000,  or  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  12  months,  or  both.'  Conferees  of 
the  House  will  be  Carl  Vinson,  Overton 
Brooks,  Paul  J.  Kilday,  Carl  T.  Dur¬ 
ham,  Dewey  Short,  Leslie  C.  Arends, 
and  W.  Sterling  Cole.

Closing  SBC  Program 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)—  The  clos¬ 
ing  service  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  meeting  in  San  Francisco,  June 
20-24,  will  feature  two  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  matters  facing  Baptists.  (1) 
training  of  church  members,  and  (2) 
evangelism.  Fifteen  thousand  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  attend,  most  of  them  from 
California.  State  leaders  are  organizing 
to  secure  representation  from  all  of  the 
state’s  churches.  The  meeting  will  be 
under  the  joint  direction  of  Dr.  J.  E. 
Lambdin.  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  Dr.  C. 
E.  Matthews,  Dallas,  Texas. 

Dr.  Lambdin  will  direct  the  Training 
Union  Hour  emphasizing  the  Southern 
Baptist  program  of  church  membei 
training. 

The  Evangelistic  Hour  will  follow  the 
Training  Union  Hour.  Dr.  W.  A.  Cris¬ 
well  will  be  the  preacher  and  the  hour 
will  be  directed  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews, 
superintendent  of  evangelism  of  the 
Hdtne  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  The  subject  of  his 
sermon  is  “Christ  and  This  Crucial 
Hour.”

The  convention  will  meet  in  the  Will 
Rogers  Coliseum  that  seats  11,000  and 
in  the  Will  Rogers  Auditorium,  that 
seats  3,000,  both  to  be  furnished  rent- 
free  to  the  Convention  by  the  Baptists 
of  the  Tarrant  County  Baptist  Associa¬ 
tion.

E.  Dodd  of  Louisiana  was  president.

McGRATH'S  ATTACK  ON 

(Continued  From  Page  One) 
Christian  Can  fury  observed:  “There  may 
be  governmental  posts  which  he  could 
fill  acceptably.  But  his  post  as  attorney 
general  of  the  United  States,  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  chief  law  officer  and  advisor,  ts 
not  one  of  them.  Not  while  he  denies 
that  the  principle  of  separation  of 
church  and  state  is  embedded  in  the 
federal  Constitution  and  explicitly  reaf¬ 
firmed  in  most  state  constitutions.  Not 
while  he  shouts  ‘bigot’  at  every  citizen 
who  supports  that  principle.  For  the 
nation's  attorney  general  to  take  any 
such  position  is  intolerable.  .  . 

The  Avon  Lake  Congregational  Church 
group  adopted  a  resolution  declaring 
that  McGrath  had  used  his  office  “to 
give  undue  weight  and  influence  to  an 
opinion  on  church-state  relations  which 
reflects  the  official  position  of  a  re¬ 
ligious  group  in  this  country,”  seriously 
jeopardizing  “the  integrity,  the  honor 
and  the  prestige  of  your  high  office!" 

(Unlike  McGrath,  it  should,  be  noted, 
the  late  Supreme  Court  Justice  Frank 
Murphy  put  sectariaa  considerations 
aside  when  he  voted  with  the  8-1  ma¬ 
jority  in  the  McCollum  decision.) 

Meanwhile,  at  a  communion  break¬ 
fast  of  longshoremen  in  New  York  City, 
George  A.  Timone  announced  that  the 
Board  of  Education — of  which  he  is  a 
member— would  call  upon  McGrath  to 
file  a  brief  with  the  United  States  Su¬ 
preme  Court  supporting  Bible  reading 
as  practiced  in  New  Jersey  public 
schools.  The  Board,  he  added,  was  also 
requesting  that  the  New  York  City  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  move  for  leave  to  file 
a  brief  as  a  friend  of  the  court

EMisville  Baptists 
Appeal  For  Funds 

Ellisville  Baptists  are  appealing  to  the 
ehurches  of  Mississippi  for  aid  in  re¬ 
building  their  church  plant  which  was 
completely  destroyed  by  fire  on  May  24. 

Not  only  does  the  church  minister  to 
the  people  of  Ellisville  but  to  many  of 
the  students  of  Jones  County  Juqior  Col¬ 
lege. 

Ellisville  Baptists  say  that  a  smaller 
plant  would  meet  all  the  needs  6f  the 
local  members  but  because  of  their  de¬ 
sire  to  minister  to  the  students  a  larger 
plant  is  necessary.  This  will  increase 
the  building  cost  at  least  25  per  cent. 

In  order  to  be  ready  for  the  students 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  which 
begins  in  September,  funds  must  be 
raised  quickly. 

A  letter  is  being  sent  to  every  pastor 
and  church  treasurer  in  Mississippi  ap¬ 
pealing  for  building  aid.  The  letter  fol¬ 
lows: 

Dear  Fellow  Baptists: 

Tuesday.  May  22.  I  received  a  call  to 
return  to  the  Chaplaincy  of  the  United 
States  Air  Force.  I  notified  the  deacons 
•tat  night,  and  oo  the  following  Thurs¬ 
day  night  our  church  burned.  The 
loas  was  total,  and  will  exceed  $125,000. 
We  had  insurance  to  cover  about  20  per 
sent  of  the  loss.  Our  pulpit  chair  was 
salvaged .  Within  three  weeks  we  would 
have  been  in  the  near  $40,000.00  addition. 
With  this  new  addition  our  building  would 
have  been  adequate  for  our  own  needs 
and  for  the  several  hundred  college  stu¬ 
dents  we  minister  to  each  year.  Minister- 
tag  to  the  students  of  Jones  Junior  Col¬ 
lege  is  one  of  our  primary  missions. 

Our  people  are  responding  in  a  fine 
and  sacrificial  spirit,  They  had  already 
given  Just  about  all  they  could  afford 
to  build  the  new  addition,  but  now  they 
are  giving  more  Four  little  children 
from  one  of  our  fine  families  came  in  a 
few  days  after  the  fire,  each  with  a  paper 
bag  containing  fifty-eight  silver  dollars. 
The  little  three  year  old  boy  said,  “Build 
as  a  church.”  Several  are  giving  a  sec¬ 
ond  tithe.  These  and  other  Incidents  de¬ 
pict  a  noble  Christian  spirit,  but  it  will 
take  years  of  such  sacrifice  for  these 
people  to  even  start  a  building  adequate 
lor  their  needs  and  the  college  students. 
To  do  this  tremendous  task  we  will  need 
the  help  of  other  Baptist  people  through¬ 
out  the  state. 

Every  moment  of  my  time  until  my 
reporting  date,  June  22,  is  being  used  to 
help  these  good  people  get  started  on  a 
new  building.  College  opens  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  and  we  want  to  at  least  have  some¬ 
thing  started  by  the  time  the  students  ar¬ 
rive. 

We  are  appealing  to  all  the  Baptist 
Churches  of  Mississippi  for  help.  Won't 
you  please  have  a  special  prayer  for  us, 
bring  this  to  the  attention  of  your  church 
and  send  a  contribution,  whether  great  or 
small,  to  Mr.  H.  A.  Dunahoo,  Chairman 
of  our  Finance  Committee? 

For  your  consideration  of  this  urgent 
appeal  we  will  be  most  humbly  grateful.

Island  of  the  Sea:  Missionaries  who 
have  found  it  necessary  to  leave  China 
are  being  re-located.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Oi 
Quick,  Miss  Mary  Demarest,  and  Miss 
Irene  Jeffers  are  now  in  Formosa.  Won¬ 
derful  reports  come  of  the  opportunities 
for  service  there.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Jackson  are  waiting  for  visas  to  go  to 
the  Philippines  where  •  they  will  join 
the  work  of  the  Philippine  Mission.  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Deaver  Lawton  and  Miss 
Margie  Shumate  are  helping  to  strength¬ 
en  the  Siam  Mission.  Miss  Lora  Clem¬ 
ents  has  made  a  visit  to  the  capital 
city  of  the  Malay  Federation  and  re¬ 
ports  great  opportunities  there.  A  build¬ 
ing  has  been  purchased  in  Singapore 
for  the  work  of  the  church.  At  least 
half  of  the  money  is  being  raised  by 
the  church  itself. 

Baker  James  Cauthen:  “It  would  be 
easy  to  conclude  that  conditions  are  too 
unstable  and  the  risks  are  too  great  to 
venture  very  far.  But  we  have  our  Mas¬ 
ter’s  orders  embracing  the  whole  wide 
world.  With  the  command  of  our  Lord 
ringing  in  our  hearts  and  the  challenge 
of  his  cross  before  our  eyes,  we  join  the 
sailors  of  Bremen  and  say,  ‘We  don’t 
have  te  live,  but  we  must  put  out  to 
sea.”’ 

EUROPE 

Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  secretary  for 
Africa,  Europe,  and  the  Near  East,  will 
visit  mission  fields  this  summer.  He 
will  lay  the  cornerstone  for  a  building 
at  Spurgeon’s  College  in  London  on 
June  2B.  The  honor  comes  because 
Southern  Baptists  contributed  320,000  to¬ 
ward  the  restoration  of  the  cloisters  at 
the  school. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  giving 
a  lift  to  Baptist  work  in  a  number  of 
places  in  Europe  in  addition  to  the  estab¬ 
lished  Southern  Baptist  work  there. 

In  cooperation  with  the  American  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  the  Board  has  recently 
helped  Norwegian  Baptists  purchase  a 
boat  which  will  be  used  in  the  fjords 
and  islands  of  Northern  Norway  where 
there  are  no  churches  or  chapels  and 
where  many  people  gather  for  worship. 
Dr.  Sadler  ^ays,  “Southern  Baptists  are 
particularly  interested  in  the  Baptists  ef 
Norway.  Dr.  A.  T.  Ohrn,  general  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  and 
Dr.  Josef  Nordenhaug,  president,  Eu¬ 
ropean  Theological  Seminary,  Rusch- 
likoo-Zurich,  Switzerland,  and  editor  ef 
The  Commission,  have  come  from  Nor¬ 
way." 

Other  recent  appropriations  include 
$2,000  for  construction  of  chapels  in 
Austria  and  $#,000  te  purchase  property 
and  help  construct  church  buildings  in 
Southern  Germany. 

LATIN  AMERICA 

Dr.  Everett  Gill,  Jr.,  secretary  for 
Latin  America,  is  visiting  mission  cen¬ 
ters  in  Mexico,  Central  America,  Colum¬ 
bia,  and  Ecuador. 

His  first  stop  after  leaving  Richmond 
Apr!  10  was  the  Baptist  Publishing 
House  in  El  Paso,  Texas.  There  he  had 
conferences  with  the  missionaries  serv¬ 
ing  in  this  institution  which  has  ministry 
ta  26  Spanish-speaking  areas. 

He  went  from  El  Paso  to  Chihuahua, 
Mexico,  the  center  ef  missionary  acti¬ 
vity  for  a  wide  area.  There  be  visited 
a  beautiful  new  church  building  which 
he  says  “is  a  credit  to  our  cause.”  It 
is  la  Chihnahaa  that  Rev.  and  Mrs.  A. 
P.  Pierson,  with  Miss  Katherine  Skin¬ 
ner,  direct  a  Student  Home  far  young

Chine:  “Contrary  to  a  statement  in  a 
recent  issue  of  Time  magazine,  all  Prot¬ 
estant  mission  boards  have  not  urged 
all  their  missionaries  to  leave  China,” 
Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  told  the  Board  in  its  reg¬ 
ular  monthly  meeting,  May  10. 

"The  Board  has  urged  our  mission¬ 
aries  to  exercise  their  own  judgment 
in  making  their  own  decisions.  The  Board 
has  repeatedly  assured  the  missionaries 
that  unqualified  support  would  be  given 
any  decision  to  remain  or  to  leave. 

“The  Board  has  assumed  that  the 
missionaries  would  remain  in  China  as 
long  as  they  judged  their  presence  help¬ 
ful.  The  time  has  now  come  when  the 
missionaries  themselves,  in  light  of  ac¬ 
tual  experience  under  the  communists, 
have  concluded  that  their  presence  is  a 
hindrance  and  a  source  of  vital  danger 
ta  Chinese  Christians.” 

Southern  Baptists  have  only  four  mis¬ 
sionaries  left  in  Chins.  They  are  Ruth 
Everley  Hayes,  Wuchow,  Ruth  Petti¬ 
grew,  Kweiyang,  Addie  Estelle  Cox, 
Shanton;  and  Pearl  Johnson,  Tsingtas.

men  and  women  studying  in  the  state 
schools. 

Then  Dr.  Gill  visited  Torrreon,  the 
home  of  a  new  Baptist  seminary  for 
young  men  and  women.  He  spoke  ia 
Spanish  to  the  graduating  class  of  tbs 
institution.  “Here  lies  the  hope  of  the 
future  of  our  work  in  Mexico,”  he  wrote. 
A  lot,  160x260  feet,  has  been  purchased 
for  the  future  home  of  the  seminary, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  building  operations, 
will  begin  this  year. 

Dr.  Gill  spent  three  days  in  Guadala- 
j*r«.  Mexico’s  second  city,  teeing  the 
work  of  the  Baptist  medical  clinic  oper¬ 
ated  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  Lamar  Cole  ia 
collaboration  with  a  Mexican  physician. 
“I  saw  many  of  Dr.  Cole’s  patients  and 
visited  with  him  on  some  of  his  sick 
ealls,”  Dr.  Gill  said. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Orvil  Reid  supervised 
a  Student  Home  for  young  men  and  Mist 
Miriam  McCullough  directs  a  Student 
Home  for  girls  in  Guadalajara.  “These 
homes  in  a  land  where  denominational 
schools  are  prohibited,  are  meeting  a 
long-felt  need,”  Dr.  Gill  reported.  “They 
train  young  laymen  and  women  in  Chris¬ 
tian  character  while  they  attend  the  state 
school,  and  also  prepare  young  people 
for  the  ministry  and  active  Christian 
service  in  the  churches.” 

Dr.  Gill  took  a  mule  trip— 21  hours 
in  the  saddle  to  cover  75  miles— to  the 
mountainous  state  of  Guerrero,  one  of 
tho  most  backward  in  Mexico.  It  is  the 
home  of  the  Benito  Juarez  School  which 
is  supported  by  Baptists.  The  only  school 
in  the  commtmity  of  Guayameo  and  a 
far-reaching  mountain  area  surround¬ 
ing  it,  it  has  an  enrollment  of  about  14® 
children  and  young  people.  “After  4°o 
years,  neither  the  dominant  church  nor 
the  state  has  done  anything  for  thesa 
people.”

Alcohol  Problems 
And  Some  Remedies 

By  MRS.  R.  L.  EZELLE 
Mississippi  W.C.T.U.  President 
The  first  “reason  why”  there  are  al¬ 
coholic  problems  lies  in  the  centuries 
old  custom  of  the  beverage  use  of  an¬ 
esthetic  drug.  The  use  in  social  situa¬ 
tions  of  an  anesthetic  drug  that  af¬ 
fects  judgement,  reason,  self-criticism, 
and  muscular  skills  has  created  prob¬ 
lems  in  all  ages,  but  in  a  machine  and 
scientific  age  these  problems  become 
acute  because  of  the  greater  need  for 
skill  and  accuracy.  Automobiles,  trains, 
and  airplanes  are  telescoping  time  and 
distances;  decisions  and  actions  must  be 
made  In  split  seconds,  not  minutes. 

A  further  complicating  factor  in  al¬ 
cohol  problems  is  the  ceaseless  cultiva¬ 
tion  and  promotion  of  the  beverage  use 
of  alcohol  by  great  business  interests 
through  all  the  arts  of  modern  adver¬ 
tising  and  political  pressure. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  various  liquor 
manufacturers  last  year  spent  more  than 
$150  million  impressing  the  American 
people  with  the  value  of  their  beverage. 
Never  a  word  of  warning  that  those 
drinks  contain  from  4%  to  54%  of  an 
injurious  drug.  Does  advertising  pay? 
Well,  the  number  of  alcoholics  is  said 
to  have  increased  in  nine  years  from 
454,000  to  950,000  although  during  this 
same  time  arlund  12,000  alcoholics  have 
died  each  year. 

Listen  to  these  statements  by  the 
brewers  themselves  and  their  friends 
during  and  following  World  War  II. 

In  May  1944  a  Brewing  Company  ad¬ 
vertised:  "Boor  has  come  info  Its  awn 
and  more  people  have  an  appetite  for 
boor  today  since  the  war  because  our
